forest lands In the West as "reserves'' was 
outlined recently in these column's. Like- 
wise, the valne of these vast forests was re- 
ferred to in their relation to the great irrigat- 
ing systems of tha West, aud their utility In 
supplying future timber demand". As therein 
remarked, the mere creating these reserves 
was but an incomplete nieaftirr-, unless some 
permanent system of federal forestry was also 
soon adoptel. 


At present the reserves are under the con- 


trol of the land cffieo of the Department of 
the Interior, subject only to such limited caro 
as its atoms can besfow, which is slight. In 
the case of thu I'elloffttoue Park, siuc'o 1SSO, 
when

salary for the superintendent, It has been un- 
der tne charge of a detail from tho arjny.

Teloped iuto a contest between the pro- 
ducing clussoi and the money power o( 
the country. 


We stand npou the ground that the 


workiugmeu are entitled to a Just propor- 
tion of the proceeds of their labor.

the PuMuinu company denied them. Re- 
ductions had been made from time to 
time, until the employes earned barely 
fluilicient wages to live, aot enough to 
prevent them from sinking deeper and 
deeper iuto Pullman's debt, 
thereby 


ini>HKanmK their bodies aud souls, us well 
as their children, to the heartless corpora- 
tion. 


L'p to this point the fight was between 


tin; American Uaihvay union and the 
Pullman company. The American Hull- 
wny union resolved that its members 
u'ould refuse to handle Pulhncu cars and 
equipment. Then the railway corpora- 
tions came to th< rescue and declared to 
Uie 
world 
that they would go into 


partnership 
with the Pullman, so to 


speak, and stand by him in his devilish 
work of starving his employes to death. 


The American Railway union accepted 


the g:we of war, and thus the contest is 
now on between the railway corporations 
united solidly on the one hand and the 
labor forces on the other. 


Every railway employe of the country 


should take this stand against the corpor- 
ations in this fight, for if it should be 
lost corporations will have despotic sway, 
and all employes will be reduced to a 
condition scarcely removed above chattel 
slavery, hut the fight will uot bo lost. 


Corporate power, drunk with its own 


axcesses, has presumed too far upon the 
forbearance of the American people, and, 
notwithstanding a subsidized press (to 
which there are many noble exceptions), 
public sympathy is with the strikers, who 
are merely contending for the right of 
their fellow toilers to receive living.wages 
for their work. 


I aupeal to strikers everywhere to re- 


train from any act of violence. Let there 
be no interference with the affairs of the 
companies, and above all let there be no 
act of depredation. A man who will de- 
stroy property or violate law is ail enemy 
and not a friend of the cause of labor. 
The great public is with us, and we need 
only to maintain a dignified, honest, 
straightforward policy to achieve victory.
